NOTIFICATION 
New Delni, the 21st May, 1983 

S.O. 368(E).—The Government of India, Ministry 
of Finance, Department of Revenue h^e granted 
certain exemptions in respect of Customs Duty, 
Auxiliary Duty of Customs and Excise Duties through 
their Notifications No. 29/83-Customs, 29A/83-Cus- 
totns, 30/83-Customs, 30-A/83-Customs and 
26/83-Central Excise, all dated 25-2-1983 in connection 
with the manufacture of fuel official passenger cars of 
engine cubic capacity less than 1000-CC fuel efficient 
2-wheders. The explanation to these Notifications 
prescribe that the certification of fuel efficiency in 
respect of the vehicles concerned for purposes of 
concessions and exemptions extended will be done by 
an Officer of the Ministry of Industry, Department of 
Heavy Industry not below the level of a Joint Secretary 
and on the basis of tests to be carrion out by the VRDE, 
Ahmcdnagar or the ARAl, Pune. The essential 
modalities of such tests have also been indicated. 
Government have prescribed the following procedures 
in accordance with these explanations for tne purposes 
of carrying out the tests and certification of fuel 
efficiency. 

Procedure for making an application : 

2. Any party tesircs of applying for the exemptions 
extended under the Notifications shall make an appli¬ 
cation in writing to the Joint Secretary in the Depart¬ 
ment of Heavy Industry of the Ministry of Industry. 
The application will be accompanied by full technical 
specifications of the vehicles in the proforma 
attached. The name of the testing agency where the 
party desires the tests to be conducted i.e. the VRDE, 
Ahmednagar or the ARAI, Pune will be mentioned 
in the application. 


Sealing of technical specifications of the vehicles *. 

3. Once the applicant has indicated the techni¬ 
cal specifications of the vehicle in the prescribed pro¬ 
forma, these specifications shall be frozen and any 
vehicle to be manufacrured by the applicant shall 
conform to these specifications only. Initial testing ot 
vehicles as well us subsequent certification tests on 
models manufactured indigenously will be conducted 
only after ensuring that the vehicle selected entirely 
and strictly fulfills the technical specifications declared 
by the applicant. 

Conduct of tests on Imported proto-types : 

4. In the case of vehicles that arc proposed to 
Ire manufactured with foreign collaboration pending 
indigenous assembly of the vehicle unuer an approved 
phased manufacturing programmes in India, tests 
wifi be initially conducted on a completely built proto¬ 
type unit to be supplied by the manufacturers. 
The technical specifications of this vehicle will be 
furnished in the prescribed proforma and the applicant 
will be obliged to ensure that vehicles manufactured 
indigenously under the phased manufacturing prog¬ 
ramme fully conform to these technical specifications. 
The completely built proto-type unit obtained from 
the collaborators from whom the Indian party is 
obtaining technical know-how will be submitted 
to the testing agency for the prescribed tests. 

Validity of fuel economy certification :• 

5. The validity of the certifications in respect of 
fuel ecoifbmy that may be issued under the explanations 
to the Notification referred to in the case of indi¬ 
genously developed vehicle referred to will be for a 
period of 12 mouths only from the date of the certifi¬ 
cation. Where manufacture is on the basis of imported 
technology/design, the certification of the imported 
completely built proto-type unit will also be valid for 
a period of one year. In either case, a fresh certifica- 
cation based on an indigenously manufactured/ 
assembled vehicle shall be obtained by the manufacturer 
to be able to benefit from these concessions. 

Testing agency competent to select samples: 

6. Where tests have to be carried out on vehicles 
manufactured either partially or completely indi¬ 
genously under a phased manufacturing programme 
cither with or without foreign collaboration, the 
testing agency indicated bv the applicant party will be 
competent to select any particular vehicle from the 
assembly line for purposes of testing on the basis of 
its own sampling techniques. There after it shall be 
the responsibility of the applicant party to have the 
vehicle delivered for tests at the location specified and 
to collet the vehicle after the testing. 
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Charges for testing and responsibility of the applicant 
party 

7. The testing agency will charge an amount of 
Rs. 10,000.00 for conducting all the necessary tests 
on one sample of a vehicle for determining the fuel 
efficiency. It shall be the responsibility of the appli¬ 
cant party to deliver the vehicle to the testing agency 
for caitying out tests and to collect the vehicle back 
after the tests have been completed. 

Modalities of testing : 

8. The testing for fuel efficiency will be carried out 
on a level track of not less than 1 K.M. selected by 
the testing agency in accordance with the stipulations 
prescribed in the explanations to the notifications. 
The vehicle will be driven by a person nominated by 
the testing agency only. 

9. The manufacturer’s representative may be 
present during the test. However, the test report will 
be provided by the testing agency only to the Depart¬ 
ment of Heavy Industry and the applicant party will 
not be entitled to be furnished with a copy of the 
test report. 

10. The consumption of fuel may be measured 
by the testing agency either on a volumetric basis or 
on a gravimetric basis. ISI norms will be used for 
the correction factors.

11. The report of the testing agency will be sub¬ 
mitted to the Ministry of Industry, Department of 
Heavy Industry and will be considered by a Committee 
consisting of the following :~

12. The applicant party will be given a hearing 
if sought for by the Committee while considering the 
claims. Tlie decision of the Committee as to whether 
the vehicle satisfies the criteria of fuel efficiency pres¬ 
cribed shall be final .
